t>yppe 02 vellel to paſle to the ſeas, but only foz manyfeſt vſe of marchaundiſe, oz fyſhing, oz foz vſual paſſage of 
perſons departyng lefully ouer the ſeas in places accuſtomed, neyther that any Paryner, ſea faryng man, oz 
ſouldier, 0z any perſon vnder colour thereof, do goe, 02 pzepare hymſelte to goe out of the Kealme, to ſerue tf 
any ſhippe oz veſſel of warre, belongyng eyther to any of her Daieſties dominions,02 to any other pzince, (tate, 
towne, 02 countrey fozraigne, except inſuche of her Dateſties owne ſhyppes,as already are, oz ſhalbe vpon the 
ſras, 02 ſuche other as haue , oz ſhall haue authozitie from her Mateſtte, teſtified by her owne warraunt, oz by 

ecrſtimonie ofthe Lozde Admirallof Englande in w2ptyng. And to the intent that this her commaundement 

- may be duely kept,her Dateſtie hath wylled and charged the ſayd Lozde Admiral, to geue ſpeciall commande» 
ment to al his Biceadmirals,s ſo her Mateſtie doth chirge al others,emoying lefully any perticuler iuriſdictt- 
on admiral in any Pozt oz Creekes of her Realme,and all head officers of any Poztes Cozpozate,andlykewyſe 
all officers of her cutome houſes , that haue todeale with viewing and ſearching of any ſhippes and velletles 
employed foz marchaundiſe, that euery one of theſe wypll from tyme to tyme carefully and earneffly ſee to thetr 
bttermoſt, that no pzetert oz colour be vſed, in armyng, o2 victuellyng,oz: goyngto the ſeas with any furniture, 
but only playnely and directly foz trade of marchaundiſe and fiſhing, ercept it thalbe directly foz her Maiefies 
owne Nauie, o2 foz ſeruices vpon the ſeas by the ſyght of her ſpectall warraunt,o: otherwyſe duely teſtified by 
the Lozde Admirall of Englande, And as her Paieſtie meaneth moſte ſharpely to puntſhe the offenders 
agayntt this ozdinaunce: ſo will the not fayle, birt make an example ofpunyſhment of any officers that epther 

wylfully oz negligently (hal ſuffer this her commaundement to be violated oz deluded, 

Gyuen at her Patieſties Caſtle of udyndſoz, the rxviii. day of October , the xvii, yeere of her Paieſfſes
